Attorneys representing the defendant argued a motion for a new trial, 


which was denied. 


A stay of ten days was granted. 
District Attorney H. V. Alvarado, representing the people, handled this 


important case in a clever manner. 


Judge William Welts, in sentencing the prisoner, did not make any com- 


ment. The appeal which is to be taken'will stay the proceedings and Zim- 
merman will be kept in the County Jail. 


It is evident that plenty of money is being expended in Zimmerman's 


defense, although he has not been long out of State Prison, and claims to 
have been penniless when arrested. The efforts being made in his behalf b:' 
his attorneys are strangely strenuous and persistent, .seeing that they are 
exerted for a man who is a professional criminal, without 'means, unless he 
jhas the $9,000 stolen from the Central Bank messenger to draw on.

Judge Cook Brings Them to Time 


For Going Outside the 


Record. 


9AN FRANCISCO, August 24.—Re- 


gardiess of what any one else may 
think of the final report of the Grand 
Jury, Carroll Cook of Department 32 
of the Superior Court yesterday put 
himself on record as disagreeing witli 
Ithat momentous document in several 
Important particulars. 
He 
ordered 


placed on record this statement: 


"My attention has been called to a 


Report of the Grand Jury o£ this city 
'and county, impaneled on the 10th of 
JDecember 1904, and discharged on the 
a9th of August, 1905, which report was 
ifiled in Department 11 of this court on 
;the day that the jury was discharged. 
•3t is therefore a public record of the 
'Superior Court, and, 
as 
such, must, 


'tnder the law. be taken cognizance of 
••by the judges 'of that court. The filing 
•of such report was a public, official 
^act on the part of the Grand Jury, 
K which body was a part of the Superior 


'Court of the city and county of San 
^Francisco, and 
therefore the 
court 


•must take judicial notice thereof, un- 
:der Section 3S75 of the Code of Civil 
•Procedure. 


GUILTY OF'CONTEMPT. 


"There are two ways in which the 


.court can take notice of such a doc- 
•amen;. 
One is by adjudging as con- 


tempt 
anything 
therein 
contained 


-which would amount, to a contempt of 
•court: and the other is to spread upon 
.its minutes facts as they exist, show- 
4ng the falsity of 'such report or any 
part thereof, if it contains matter ab- 
solutely 
devoid 
of 
foundation 
and 


.truth, as does the report to which I 
•allude. Had such a report been pre- 
sented in this department of the court 
I certainly would have ordered all that 
.portion relating to the Superior Court 
.stricken out as impertinent and in no 
sense any business of the Grand Jury, 
and would then and there adjudged 
•the jurors presenting the same guilty 
•of a contempt ot court. 
, 


"Under the decisions of the Supreme 


'Court of this State and the statutes 
'of the State, contempt proceedings are 
summary in their nature, and where a 
contempt of court is committed in the 
face of the court—as it was in this in- 
stance—the Supreme 
Court 
of 
the 


.'State has held that the court has lost 
'jurisdiction to punish such contempt, 
"If the contemnor has been allowed to 
'depart from the court before being ad- 
judged guilty thereof. 


"The contempt in this instance hav- 
ing 'been committed in the face of the 
court. Judge William P. Lawlor pre- 
siding, it is not a contempt commit- 
ted out of the presence of the court, 
;and therefore docs not fall within the 
•other provision of the statute, which 
establishes a method of bringing into 
court those who have committed a 
.-contempt out of 
its 
presence; 
and 
since the contemnors were allowed by 


-'the Judge then presiding in the de- 
' Apartment of the court in which the 
..'contempt was committed, to 
depart 


^from the court room without being ad- 
0udged guilty of contempt, and without 
|even striking from the report the im- 
pertinent matters therein contained 
'and which had no place there, it is 
questionable whether, under the law, 
'those guilty of such contempt of the 
'court of which they were a part, could 
3>e punished. 


"There is no question in my mind, 


nor can there be in the mind of any 
'judge or lawyer having a knowledge of 
•the law, that what is contained on 
'pages 154, 155 and 156 of the said re- 
;port 
of 
the 
Grand 
Jury 
entitled 
:"Courts," is a contempt of the Superior 
'Court and of every judge thereof. 


MERE OFFICERS OF COURT. 


"The Grand Jurors are mere officers 


of the court. They hold no higher po- 
sition than do the jurors impaneled to 
:try cases in the court. Their position 
as officers of the court Is on a plane 
'with that of the clerk of the court or 
the bailiff of the court, and no higher. 
iCIearly, should the Clerk of the Court, 
ithe bailiff of the court, or a Juror in 
ithe court, undertake in 
the 
face of 


ithe court, to criticise the judge there- 


" rof, whether justly or unjustly, 
there 


jean be no question but such act would 
]be a contempt of court. 
"When In addition to such criticism 


and 
innuendos — unsupported 
by 
any 


facts—a. petty juror, or grand juror, or 
a Grand Jury as a body, should under- 
take to say to the court, or to any one 
or its Judges, that a certain action there- 
.in pending should be decided in a particu- 
lar way, it would be such an unwarranted 
interference with the court, and such an 
urlawfu! attempt to influence the judg- 
ment of the court, that there is no court 
IP. Christendom having any knowledge of 
the law that would not on the spot, with- 
out hearing evidence or defense, adjudge 
The act to* be a contempt of court'. 


> "In this report a dissertation is en- 
^lcred Into by the members of the Grand 
' Jury who signed the same (clothed in 
Uanguago taken from an interview had 
;-wlth tho District Attorney -of this city 
iand county, and published in one of the 
daily newspapers) wherein comment is 
•made upon the issuance of an injunction 
out of Department 12 of this court, re- 
- straining the police 
from

"Such comments as those contained in 


; this report of the Grand Jury could only 
'have been inserted therein for the pur- 
pose of endeavoring to Intimidate the

"It is, however, beneath the dignity of ( 
a court of justice for the Judge thereof i 
to seek redress by such methods, and, j 
further than that,, the grand jurors are j 
not lawyers and I apprehend that they' 
werqs ignorant of the law, as must like- 
wise have been those who advised them 
in the preparation of this report, whether 
lawyer or Judge. 


"As I stated at the outset,, the said

NO FAVORS ARE SHOWN. 


I can only speak of such writs as have 
been determined in this department of 
the court. 
What proceedings may have 
been had by the other Judges in the cases 
pending: before them. 1 know not. I -do 
know, however, that when a writ of 
! habeas corpus is heard in this depart- 
ment of the court, if the- prisoMer is legal- 
ly restrained of his liberty, he is invar- 
iably remanded tc- the custody from which 
he has been taken; and I likewise kn.oiw 
that whenever a prisoner is illegally de- 
tained, he is released, whether the Dis- 
trict Attorney confesses such illegality 
or not. 
I sit here to determine cases presented 


j to me as I understand the law. and not 
| as it shall be dictated to me by any Dis- 
trict Attorney, Grand Jury, or newspaper. 


j I care not, in. performing1 the duties of 
I my office, whether my opinions meet with 
I the approval of the Grand Jury, the Dfs- 
[ trict Attorney, the press, or any one else, 
provided my own conscience be satisfied, 
I decide what I believe to be right, irres- 
pective of the wishes of either party or 
any influence. If I am wrong in the con- 
clusions at which I arrive, there are 
other tribunals in the State instituted to 
review my decisions, and wherever, in 
the exercise of the power conferred upon 
such appellate tribunals, they have ren- 
dered opinions differing: from the opinions 
promulgated by myself.-, I have bowed- to 
their superior authority, but I have al- 
ways been enabled to feel, and to know, 
that the decisions which I rendered were 
what I believed at 'the time the proper 
decisions to render. 


And, 
furthermore, that every opinion 
that I have ever given was uninfluenced 
by either fear or favor, and so shall I 
continue to administer the high office to 
which the people of this city and couniy 
have elevated me. so long aa they desire 
an honest administration of justice and 
the giving1 to them the benefit of my 
knowledge of .the law and years of experi- 
ence In its practice. 


NOT TO BE INTIMIDATED. 


The time will never come when I shall 
falter in the 
discharge of my duty, 
throug-n the attempted intimidation and 
threats or slurs either of a Grand Jury* 
District Attorney or the press, and when- 
ever the people of this community signify 
it as thier wish at the polls that justice 
shall not be thus honestly administered,- 
I shall step down from the .bench and 
resume the practice of my profession, 
which will be far more remunerative, and 
In which I shall make fewer enemies than 
in the administration of justice. I know 
In my own heart that I have ever per- 
formed my duty honestly, without fear or 
favor, and in acordance with my oath, 
and that whenever I lay down those du- 
ties my conscience will be- clear, for to 
those who faithfully, honestly and,to the 
best of their ability do what they beligye 
to be their duty, no remorse or'chiding 
of conscience- can come.

Be- 
for the consideration "of business of the 
Congress the submission 
of-'reports, 


election of officers, and selection of 
next year's meeting place. William E. 
Curtis,' of Chicago, made an address 
on the subject of "Irrigation in India." 


Mr. Curtis' paper was a description 


of the irrigation projects instituted by 
the British government. 


Mr. Curtis' paper was then followed 


by the. reading of a.letter to the Con- 
gress from President James J. Hill, of 
the Great'Northern Railway, and, the 
submitting of committee reports., 


Mr. Hill's letter to the Congress was 


read by E. W. Eberlin, of San Fran- 
cisco, who was introduced to the Con-, 
gress i>y Governor Pardee, of Califor- 
nia. 
Governor Pardee said that Mr. 


Hill was unable to appear before the 
Congress in person owing to serious 
illness of Mrs. Hill.

was in part, as follows: 


"How this 
campaign

It would 
be strange if they had not now the in- 
tensest interest in the working out of 
the magnificent scheme at whose' birth 
they presided and whose infancy was 
nurtured 'by their care. For by it the 
boundaries of man's heritage are to 
be enlarged, the volume of the food 
supply, man's first necessity, may bt 
almost indefinitely . expanded, and the 
total sum of 
the 
world's 
available 


wealth and of common comfort may 
be expanded, and at the same time the 
conditions of the individual laborer, of 
the family, of the home, may be. so 
bettered as to counteract those .ten- 
dencies that are commonly admitted to 
be threatening in the development.pl 
the race and the rearing of a -higher 
civilization. 


"The need-of this new era for.home- 


buildmg is immediate and pressing 
There lies the great source of wealth 
which alone may and must 'be 
oTrawa 


upon without intermission for man's 
needs 
The forest falls the mine is 


depleted of its precious contents, even 
the seas might if searched, too severe- 
ly, cease to gi"ve tribute, but tne soil 
is' the last unfailing resource 
Play 
games as we may with picture cards 
adorned with other' names, °Uie man .at 
the -bottom, the'man with his foot upon 
a plot of ground 
the man who is 


drawing from the earth food for him- 
self and-others is the foundation of all 
advancement. as w ell as of all pros-

1 The need of more land spaces for the 


arrd aggravated by the insane policy of 
land laws which tend toward the exhaus- 
tion of the public domain by the land 
monopolist and speculator. Except in a 
few selected spots where the influence 
3f the railroad companies as colonizers 
das been exercised to secure actual set- 
tlement on their lands, the influx of ac- 
tual cultivators is so small as scarcely 
to .be reckoned with. Those who go upom 
government land in our day 'for the pur-- 
pose 01* making homes are a' handful. 
In contrast with this the following table 
giving- the increase in area of public lands 
passing into private ownership each year, 
shows how rapidly our patrimony is pass- 
ing away:

"Doubtless Congress will consent to 
amend the land laws by the repeal of

esty will come only when 'there is no 
longer any land left that is desired by 
the lumber king or the cattle baron. It 
is, therefore, of the utmost,-moment that

capable 
of 
reclamation, 
which it was not In the past to their 
interest to acquire,- and which are at 
least partially and' in a laime fashion 
safeguarded by the law of 1902, should 
be prepared as a patrimony for the days 
wnen the-Sand hunger-thai? is as old and 
as indestructible as many shall find no 
food for its reasonable satisfaction. 


"There is, indeed, a magnificent area 
available for this purpose. One-third of 
the entire land area of the United "States 
outside of.Alaska and' our other outlying 
possessions is still vacant; 
The great 


bulk: of this, is included within the re- 
gions known as arid and semi-arid. In 
the sixteen divisions, thirteen States. a,,d 
three territories, -to'which 'the, reclama- 
tion act is applicable, there are 535',48i>,000 
acres vacant out of a total of 972 777600 
acres. 
What portion of this can ulti- 
mately be made, fit for. the-.habitation of 
man we are unable at the present mo- 
ment to declare. .Undoubtedly, for rea- 
sons' to be stated hereafter, it will be 
largely in excess of current estimates. 
And it'is confidently'stated" by good au- 
thorities .that about 60,000,000 acres are 
capable of supporting a settled popula- 
tion on the basis 'of irrigating enter- 
prises now. regarded as feasible. A great 
portion of th'is area.; many'times as val- 
uable for production as the same quantity 
of land would be upon the richest praiiie 
or in the timbered districts, is included 
within the States .and territories carved 
out of the mighty ' acquisition which is 
celebrated by; the magnificent exposition 
here before our eyes.. The cauo<; of irri- 
gation is,.indeed. In a special sense, IKe 
cause, of the country included in the 
Louisiana purchase, justifying after the 
lapse of a century . the- 
statesmanship

him S5.000 a day.

The table is of silver, and it is said to 
be the most exciulsite specimen of the 
silversmith's art that the world contains. 
The dishes are brought in upon the 
heads of jnblaldars, or cooks' assistants, 
and each dish is covered and scaled with 
the royal seal. 
There are always fifty 
or more dishes, and all are set before 
the Sultan at the same time. He eats, 
usually, from about six. 
Though the Sultan is himself a total 
abstainer, the finest vintage wines are 
always offered to such guests as dine al 
the palace.

Every dish the ruler partakes of is first 
tasted In the kitchen by the Grand Vizer 
lest it be -poisoned, and it is immediately 
thereafter that its sealing takes place 
Always, before he can .fall to .on a dish 
the Sultan must break its seal. 
It is not because he .eats $5.000 worth 
of good himself that the Sultan's dinner 
bill is so expensive. He eats,.as a matter 
of fact, no more than a half .dollar's 
worth. But the guests and retainers whc 
dine at his expense number diuly several 
thousand.

Sustain the Night School 


-For a'number of years there has been:a quiet but persistent 


effort to abolish the night classes in the public schools. 
Nobody 


will admit a desire to abolish them, but—and this is always the 
excuse of furtive indirection—-it is .alleged at different times that 
there is not enough money and that the-High School'must suffer if 
the night school is kept going. It always is the same proposition 
—^'See no way out of it but to suspend the night classes." Every 
time a cut in school estimates is made necessary the hatchet is in- 
variably lifted at the night school. Every'other special class, course 
or side issue in the school department yells "cut off the night school." 
That is the common object of attack. It has no recommendation 
save its usefulness. Its beneficiaries are the poor and friendless, 
and hence-it has no "pull," no friends in high places, no champions 
among those who serve the dear public with th_e sweat -of their 
jaws. A gang of young roughs such as has terrorized Fruitvale 
during the past year has more influence in politics than all the 
night scholars put together, yet boys who are attending night 
.school because they are employed in gainful labor during the day 
are not making a playground of the streets after nightfall and un- 
dergoing an apprenticeship for a criminal career, but are endeavor- 
ing to acquire knowledge and fit themselves for honorable citizen- 
ship. They work hard and study hard. Yet some people who 
ought to be ashamed of themselves would deny them the oppor- 
tunity of snatching an education"1 from the hours ordinarily devoted 
to rest and recreation. Again arid again—nobody seems to exactly 
know how or why—the suggestion bobs up that the night classes be 
abolished. It is up once more, breathed into the air by a voice hid- 
den behind a curtain. It should be put aside and rebuked as it has 
been in times past. Although no provision for the maintenance of 
the night school was included in the. estimate of school department 
expenses it is to be hoped that'public opinion will compel the omis- 
sion to be supplied. If the sentiment of the cdmmunity 
is not 


aroused in this particular the night classes will be suspended, and 
one of the most -useful and necessary features of tRe scheme of 
popular education cut off that more money may be expended in 
other directions. More money is asked for nearly everything else. 
Is this the reason why none was asked for the night school? 


According to a report issued by the health department of Chi- 


cago, the death rate in that city from nervous disorders has decreas- 
ed more than fifty per cent in twenty years. In 1885 17.5 in each 
1000 deaths were due to nervous diseases. In 1904 the percentage 
was 8.5 in each 1000 deaths. On the other hand, there has been a 
notable increase in pulmonary 'complaints.

Fire Protection in Los Angeles 


The facilities of Los Angeles for fighting fire have just come 


in for a scorching criticism at the hands of a committee of the Na- 
' tional Board of Fire Underwriters, appointed to examine into the 
methods of building-inspection and fire protection in the Southern 
metropolis. The report stigmatizes six blocks out of fourteen in the 
mercantile section as "conflagration breeders/' Building inspection is 
denounced as perfunctory and inefficient, most of the electric wiring 
in the city being pronounced as defective and therefore dangerous. 
The water system comes in for the severest criticism, however. The 
distribution system is bluntly characterized as "inadequate." 
The 


number of gate valves are "insufficient" and the hydrants are "too 
widely spaced and of poor type." 
The mains in the congested dis- 


trict are alleged to be entirely too small for the demands on them 
in case of fire emergency. Apparently municipal ownership has 
not solved the water problem in Los Angeles, if this report is an 
index to the situation, for the city not only needs more writer an'5 
more reservoirs, but a reconstructed distribution system also. 


The schools have reopened after the mid-summer vacation with 


an increased attendance, which is somewhat embarrassing on ac- 
count of the lack of classroom due to the unfinished condition of 
the new buildings. The classrooms are crowded to an extent hard- 
ly appreciated by the general public. Because of. tins' condition a 
fire in any one of the schotife would be fraught with unusual peril. 
For this reason the department officials should take extra precau- 
tions to guard against fire and its consequences. The thing to be 
most dreaded is a panic. This should be guarded against in every 
possible way. The most effectual guard is to drill the children so 
that they keep order and respond obediently to the word of com- 
mand. While the session is hew they should be put through the 
fire drill as often as may be necessary to make them proficient in 
it. If the heads of the School Department have not already directed 
the attention of school principals to this matter it is time they did 
so. The last time a fire broke out in one.of the Oakland schools 
the value of the fire drill was signally demonstrated. It should not 
be neglected.

TO TEACH CO-EDS TO WALTZ AND USE FENCING FOILS 


SEATTLE, 
August 24.—"Dancing 


and fencing will form the principal ex- 
ercise for the young, ladles 
taking 


work in .physical culture at the Uni- 
versity next fall," said Dr. B; F. Rol- 


ler, 
physical director at the Univer- 


sity of Washington, In announcing the 
appointment' of Miss Lavina Rudberg 
as his assistant for the coming year 
to hold the position of physical direc- 
tor of women. 
' "Do not understand that we are to 
run a two-step, waltzing or dancing 
school In connection with the physical 
culture work for the young ladles at 
the University next fall, .but, surpris- 
ing as it may be to a great many peo- 


ple, 
the ideas of phybical culture for 


women have undergone a great change 
in this country In the last few years. 
In the past too little account has bean 


taken of the physiological differences 
between men and women. Their work 
teach? Well, the new dance for phy- 
has been too heavy. Basket ball Is a 
man's game and is positively Injurious 
to women in my opinion. Few women 
are strong enough to use the parallel- 
bars. 


"Miss Rudberg, our physical director 


for women, Is thoroughly equipped for 
her work and is now studying under 
Dr. Sargent at Harvard University in 
the school of physical culture at that 
institution. 
Miss Rudberg-has been 


connected with. gymnasium work for 
women at the University, of Minnesota 
and also in a number of leading col- 
leges, in Illinois.' When.she was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the work for 
women at the University of Washing- 
ton, it was arranged to haye~ her take 
the course at Harvard under Sargent 
for the purpose of introducing the lat- 
est methods of physical culture for 


women at the Washington University. 


"Last year several radical changes 


were made In the manner of conduct- 
Ing the physical culture work for men. 
So far as possible It has-been my. at- 
tempt to cut any. course in the gym- 
nasium that savors/of work for work's 
sake. To derive benefit from gymnas- 
ium..wo'rk it must be enjoyed. The way 
to work men in the gymnasium is to 
make play out of their work. With 
this end in view last year we eliminat- 
ed as far ;as possible the routine work 
and substituted wrestling, 
fencing, 


boxing and such sports. Such work In 
the gymnasium is at the same time in- 
teresting and beneficial. For example, 
dumbbell calesthenlcs soon became 
burdensome because they are monoto- 
nous and unvaried and consequently 
canfiot be of any lasting benefit. 


"Well, you ask, if you are not going 


to teach two-steps or waltzes, what 
kind of dancing are 
you going to 


slcal culture IB called aesthetic danc- 
ing and has for Its object the giving 
of a grace and ease of carriage to the 
'student. Jin xme sense it is really, not 
a dance at all but a series of move- 
ments of the body, alternating with 
steps rythmaticaHy to music or1 count. 
Especial attention is given to poBition. 


"Students are especially, liable to be 


round shouldered and sloachy in," hab- 
its of carriage and I have noticed thil 
to be exceptionally true of college 
girls. The new courses will teach the 
girls better how to stand, to walk and 
be more graceful In every movement 
Fencing is also a splendid exereto* for 
women. 
Both aesthetic dancing and 


fencing'will be given especial promi- 
nence for women at the University 
next year and so far as possible all 
the old routine drills and time honor'!/ 
gymnasiom courses will be supplanted 
by games that bring in an element of 
play."

TALKS ABOUT 


FOOTBALL 


RULES 


"Walter Camp, "Father of football," 


In commenting upon the new rules for 
1906, 
says, in part: 


"Where there was much discussion, 


^>oth publicly and privately, regarding 
possible changes in the football rules 
for the season of 190-5, and, while the 
rules committee held protracted meet- 
ings devoted to these discussions, no 
radical allotments were made. 


"It is probably not unfair to say that 


the majority of players anl coaches 
were, to say the least, not displeased 
at the final resolution, although a good 
many of the others would have been 
willing to make a trial of the rule in- 
sisting upon a greater 
number of 


yards to be gained had there been a 
greater 
unanimity 
in its 
advocacy. 


They were not overanxious, to attempt 
this, and would have done it rather 
In the hope that it would satisfy some 
who were demanding a more 
open 


game than because the quakers them- 
selves desired an alteration. 


"In the first edition of the rules hook 


there is an error to which attention 
should be called. 
The committee in- 


creased the penalty of side-line coach- 
ing from five yards to ten yeards, and 
^this is duly recorded under rule 27-F. 
'Under, however, the grouping of pen- 
alties, rule 28. this coaching Is group- 
ed under flve yards, instead of ten 
yards. An errata slip has been print- 
ed covering this -point, but some of 
those .receiving- early copies of the 
rules will find them without this alter- 
ation. 


"One 
of the changes in the rules has 
' been the more accurate determining: of 


the line of scrimmage. It .has already 
been argued that under this new rule 
greater freedom is allowed. 
Possibly 
that may be so literally, but as a mat- 
ter of fact there was considerable lat- 
itude in the" way this rule was inter- 
preted last year, and the new rule 
really limits more carefully. 


"But by far the most important oE 


the alterations is the definite instruc- 
tion to the referee to blow his whistle i 
immediately, the forward progress at i 
the ball is stopped, thus in a measure i 
doing away with the rapidly growing, 
and very detrimental feature of steal- 
ing the .ball when its progress 
had 


been stopped and when the ball was 
really 'dead.' There is nothing that 
so irritates the average player as to 
having the ball taken away from him 
'after it ^as 'downed,' and "it is this 
Tact that sometimes led to bad feeling 
between the players 
It was certainly 


on the increase in the Eastern foot- 
!-oll games last season, and one of the 
principal differences between Eastern 
nrjd Western football was the earlier 
blowing of the whistle by the referee 
•.vnen the forward progress of the ball 
was* stopped, and the distinctly greater 
i'onfiience displayed by the players o* 
the West and the certainty of the ref- 
eree determining with accuracy who.

rules has been that providing that m

The sending 
put of substitutes to take the place o[ 
players wl'ien these players still clung 
to'their positions, and the general dis- 
cussion ensuilng. or even more than 
eleven players beins engaged at a time, 
were some of the disagreeable features 
of last season."

EIGHT HUNDRED STUDENTS. 


"The condition of affairs at the High 


School Is serious. We have all we can 
take care of down there now, and I do 
cot know what we would do If any more 
register. 
Today our register shows 800 


names, while last August at this time 
there were but 656. The need for more 
rooms is a most pressing one and must 
be supplied. 
The members of the fac- 


ulty are now teaching six periods a day 
Instead of the customary five, thus wear- 
ing them out much sooner. 
"I have been looking over the -course 


of study and I find that German is par- 
ticularly troublesome at the present time. 
On account of the new requirements at^ 
the University, the German classes are' 
unusually large. At the present time we 
have seven classes and there are but 
six periods and one German teacher. 
Either thlsN teacher 
must stay after 


school one more period, if she will, and 
teach this extra, class or we must have 
"some qualified person from the outside. 
I _tell you, gantlemen, to do nrst-class 
work we should 
certainly have three 


more teachers." 


WILL WEAR OUT TEACHERS. 


"I did not realize that the affairs were 


so serious at the 
High 
School," said 


Professor Lewis. 
"It is certainly not 


economical for the teachers to work six 
periods a day, for they will become worn 
out in no time and will not be able to 
do the 
first-class 
work demanded of 


them or keep up to the standard. We 
mast try and do something to relieve 
this condition, especially in .the German 
department, which is hurting the whole 
school. The only solution- is to get out- 
side help and I snake a motion to that 
effect." 


The motion was passed and the princi- 


pal authorized to get a qualified teacher 
of German for one period at~$200 a year. 


USC SMALL BUILDING. 


A. H. Broad, supervising architect of 


the board, reported that he yhad exam-

Engineer McCIure was called upon 
to explain to the club some methods 
of keeping the rain water from the 
upper portion of Berkeley from wash- 
ing., down to Adeline street. 
"We should have a system of storm 
sewers," said McCIure. "In East Ber- 
celey we have a scheme of draining 
:hat portion of the town into Straw- 
berry creek. The ideal way would be 
not to have macadamized streets but 
to have them bituminized. It Is nard 
work to provide for the sub-drainage 
of the macadamized streets. 
I'- shall 
be glad to meet any committee you may 
appoint and go over-the ground and 
make any recommendations that may 
seem necessary. The question of ade- 
quate drainage is an important one. 
Every storm in Berkeley ruins about 
$1000 worth of 
macadamized 
street 
work and this state of affairs surely 
cannot last long. , A system of sewers' 
of this kind 
throughout 
the town 
might cost in the vicinity of $100,000. 
We s&emld have catch basins at every 
few blocks to get the gutter water and 
carry it underground." 


A. F. Hess pointed out that inas- 
much as the town lost about $5000 
yearly through the storms, it would be
